in spirit or at all ivf 
manner, even when a 
has replaced the gav fez and embroi' 
dered jacket with shoes trodden down 
at heel, he patiently lounges around 
waiting for the expected turn of for- 
tune to arrive. Should it bo very 
long in coming, he shoulders his gun, 
turns highwayman without the slight- 
est scruples, and should anv man he 
meets on the road disregard" his com- 
mand " Des dour " (stand still), he 
thinks nothing of cutting his throat 
or settling him with a pistol shot. 

Turkey is overrun with brigands, 
and most of the chiefs are Albanian, 
while the bands are made up of Alba- 
niaiLs, Greeks, Turks and Hulgarians. 
They have associates and spies living 
in tho towns, with every appearance of 
respectability, who furnish them with 
timely notice when and where a good 
piece of business can be done. As 
for food, the fiocks of the shepherd 
are completely at their mercy and the 
|>casant, trembling for the safety of 
his home, dare not refuse to .satisfv 
them with bread and wine. The at- 
tacks made by these brigands vary 
according to tho nature of the enter- 
prise ana tlie n;.->iilti .looira.!, but the 
victims are very fortunate if tliey 
escape with the"loss of all their pos- 
sessions and a beating. Although in 
private warfare it ia a point of honor 
with them not to kill a man in his 
own house, such does not seem to be 
the case in a ftvobooting expedition. 
A writer on the subject from whose 
work this article is compiled, says: 
"A robbery of a very daring and 
serious nature was attempted by a gang 
of Albanians in the autumn of 1S7(>, in 
the town of Vodeua. The assailants, 
seven in number, bad been frequently 
noticed lurking iu the woods and gar- 
dens that lie iu the beautiful plain by 
which tbis picturesque town is sur- 
rWTnded. The brigands had nrnrked 
out tho hou.se of the wealthy Chorbad- 
ji as the object of their attack. This 
man possessed a certain amount 
of education, and had taken the 
precaution of building a house 
sufliciently solid to luotect himself 
and family and to secure his treasure. 
The building was not large, but well 
protected, and surrounded bv a large 
court-yard with high walls and a 
strong gate. The liouse door was 
very solid, and furnished with triple 
bolts ; nnd tho windows, ojiening on a 
veranda, were well barred. The rob- 
bers having planned their att.i»ck and 
posted a sentinel at the only open end 
of the street, proceeded to attack the 
gate. Finding it impossible to break 
it open, they uiulerminded it and en- 
tered the yaiil. The first barrier 
thus passed, and iKi'suaded that an 
attempt on the house door would 
prove fwitless, they placed a ladder 
which they found against the veranda, 
supposing where the Chorbadji and 
his wife slumbered, there would their 
treasure be. They sot to work at the 
window of this chamber, attempting 
to demolish the iron bars. The night 
was dark and stormy, and tho rain fell 
heavily, but tho unconscious sliini- 
borera were not awakened for some 
time. At length the wife of tho 
Chorbadji, startled l>y tho unaccus- 
tomed noise at the window, aroused 
her husband and acquainted Inm with 
what was going on. llis coolness and 
courage were equal to tho occasion, 
and after a short consultation with 
his wife be decided upon using the 
Albania, I firearms that hung against the wall. 
It was a terrible moment for both. 
Standing a little on one side, and pro- 
tected by tho darkness of the room, 
they could see several men trying to 
force the bai"s.

Albania, a district or country in 
I'urkoy, with its impassable moun- 
tains, broken by deep and ))recipitous 
ravines, has been visited only by 
tliosc few travellers who have had 
enough courage and adventurous 
spirit to j>enetrate into its fiistnesses. 
It is divided into Upper and Lower 
Albania. The principal productions 
of Ujiper Albania are horses, sheej), 
oxen, grain, rye and Indian corn. In 
some parts, a "kind of red leather and 
a coarse kind of silk is manufactured. 
Lower Albania, owing to its more 
favorable situation and the mildness 
of its climate, in addition to the 
above, produces rice, cotton, olives, 
tobacco, oranges, citrons, grapes and 
cochineal. Albania abounds in mine- 
rals, but the mines are little known, 
still less worked. The largo land 
owners in Albania, are generally Mo- 
"lammedans, often perverted from 
Christianity. As the land owners are 
often at deadly feud with each other, 
their dwellings are complete fortress- 
es. It is a point of honor, however, 
with an Albanian, never to incur the 
disgrace of shedding an enemy's 
blood in his own house ; but (he mo- 
ment, he crosses the threshold, he is 
at the mercy of his foe. In times of 
open contention, the houses are forti- 
fied, and guarded by armed bauds, 
who conceal themselves in strong- 
holds attached to some of the build- 
ings, watch for tho approach of the 
enemy, and open fire upon them 
from tho loop-holes with which tho 
walls are pierced. The following 
anecdote is a siwcimen of tho Alba- 
nian mode of conducting private war- 
fare. An Albanian chieftain, who 
had a deadly quarrel with a neighbor, 
and consequontlv, was in terror of bis 
life, was compelled to stay within 
doors for twelve long years, knowing 
the risk ho ran if the threshold were 
cn)s.sod.

Their 
costume consists of a pair of cloth 
gaiters, an embroidered j.icket with 
oiwn sleeves, a double-breasted v^-aist- 
coat. white enlico kilt, sumionntod 
by a cloth shirt ojien in front, a lea- 
ther belt, decorated with silver orna- 
ments, and holding a pistol, yataghan, 
and other artrts of fine workmanship. 
On the head is worn a fez, wider at 
the top than round the head, ai\d or- 
namtsnted with a long tassel. The 
Tosks, who inhabit Jjower 
have a fierce and cruel, and some- 
times cunning c^ist of countenance, 
and a swagger in their gait, by 
which they can easily be distingnish- 
ed from other races. They are a con- 
stant source of dread to strangers, joiwnly was certain death, and it was 
but objects of implicit confidence and hard to get a good aim at them.

Tho rest whoso 
shots into the room proved ineflfec- 
tive, abandoned tho window and went 
to the door, at which they continued 
pounding with tho fury of fiends, but 
as vet to no effect- 
In the meantime, the bravo couple, 
freed from the immediate vicinity of 
their enemies, struck a light, and 
while the husband was pouring his 
fire upon them the wife loaded his 
pistol. A girl who slept in the next 
room opened her window and called 
brella,"' in ' w^^^^.J^'^»a.HJhft.Jj"•u.iru.Vl^lV 
ioudlv*?or ne,*^ Dnncan, of '87, took 
ing for her rashness witli lier life, as 
one of tho brigands in the yard fired 
at her, and the ball struck" tho iron 
bar against which her head was press- 
ed, but glanced olT.

The Alba- 
nians, doubly incensed against him for 
the loss of their comrade and their 
disapiwintmcnt at not having been 
able to effect their purpose, sent 
threatening messages to the Chorbadji 
atid claimed 1C!» pounds for the 
widow and children of the slain bri- 
gand, or in lieu thereof himself to

man being hard pressed, appealed to 
the Kaimakam or sub-governor of the 
town, for protection, but this digni- 
tary, being an Albanian, old and void 
of energy and incapable of bringing 
the culprits to justice, offered his 
services as peacemaker between th'o 
two jiarties and jnoposed a compro- 
mise for half that sum. The Clior- 
dadji refused to pay anything, and 
the .Vlbanians renewed their threats. 
T'he persecuted man, in the mean- 
time, had to remain in doors under 
tho pretext of ill health, and only 
expects to be able to roMin his liberty 
when affairs settle and lietter times 
come." 

These brigands sometimes take 
captives, hold them for ransoms, and 
if the money don't arrive at the ap- 
pointed time, the captive is put to 
death.

Shall 
be happy for any one to discuss this 
matter. Notwithstanding this fact, 
we, the mules of the United States, 
are always under great obligations to 
Clerc and Thomas Gallaudet for their 
successful efforts in lifting out of 
obscurity mute children to enjoy all 
social and business advantages equal 
to those of the fortunate. 

As to Mr. Thomas Brown's card 
relating to the next convention (Na- 
tional Convention of Deaf-Mutes), I 
was highly pleased with what he said 
of it. I ajjpreciate his kind feelings 
for the mutes of the South, though it 
would bo more fair for the South to 
have the convention meet in that 
country, as the North has already had 
one, but as New York is decided on as 
the place for the coming one, it does 
not matter much at present. P'or 
this reason, I lay aside all my efforts 
to cause it to meet in the South. 

Another thing, I deem it a kind 
part to call the attention of mutes at 
the North to the fact that it would be 
nice for those who wish to live 
cheaply and comfortably, Southern 
Florida is just the place for them.

A man who was returning to his 

home in the North was about to 

swim to the shore. He had the 

result of years of toil belted around 

his person in the sha|)e of gohl dust. 

It was pretty heavy, but being a good 

swimmer, the miner felt confident he 

could reach the shore ; but just as he 

was about to plunge into the water a 

little girl, whoso parents had r.lready 

been drowned, begged him pileously 

to save her. The miner knew he 

could swim to shore with the child, 

provide<I he left his gold behind. It 

was a jiretty hard case, but the child 

won. The miner left his gold behind 

hiu), and plunged into the water, and 

swam to the shore in safely with the 

child. Ho never recovered any of the 

gold, and he had to begin life again ; 

but he had within his breast the con- 

scienteousness of having done a noble 

deed, which more than recompenacil 

him. That was one inslancu where a 

human life was deemed to be of more 

value than gold. 

Wo know of another instance where 
g<jld was staked against a human life, 
and in which gohl lost ; but the case 
is entirely different. During the days 
of the Confederac'y, there was at 
Brownsville, on the Kio (irande, a 
young Mexican named Vidal. He was 
of good family and well educated. 
He was related by marriage to one of 
I he wealthiest men in Brownsville, or 
in the State of Texas, for the matter. 
Vidal was captain of a Mexican com- 
pany of Confederate cavalry, enjoyed 
the confidence of his commanding 
officer, and was on duty at Brownsville. 
He was, however, a traitor ut heart, 
and while wearing the Confederate 
uniforin aud feasting on Confederate 
rations — corn meat ami tilue 
l>H(.f — was in secret negotiation with 
the Federals ut New <)rlranK, whoso 
rations couBisted principally of fancy 
groceries, and whoso currency was 
not BO hard to get rid of as was Con- 
federate money. When the federal 
fleet ai)peared in sight, off the moiilh 
of the Rio (irande, V^idal and his 
Mexicans, already bou(<ht up by the 
Federal greenbacks and the prospect 
of canned goods for rations, murdoretl 
the Confederate pickets to prevent 
them from carrying the news "Tif the 
arrival of the Federal troops to 
Brownsville. One of the pickets, 
who was treacherously shot from 
behind by Vidal himself, was Dee 
Dnshiell, a son of Col. J. Y. Dash- 
iell of San Antonio. Vidal receiv- 
ed a Federal commission for his 
treachery, revelled in canned oysters, 
etc., and for a while gaily s|)ort.ed his 
shoulder straps (m tho stuff of the 
Federal oflic.er at Brownsville, but 
that kind of a life was too dull for 
Vidal. Ho joined the Jiiarist parly in 
their efforts to drive out the Imperia 
lists. This step would hiwl been high- 
ly commendable, had the confiued 
himself to legitimate warfare, but 
having once tasted blood, he was 
insatiable, and murdered innocent 
men right and left without consul- 
ting them or their relations. But 
the day of reckoning was at hand. 
The Imperialists were on tho look- 
out for him, and bagged him on 
a steamboat at Camargo on the 
Ilio Grande. He concealed liiin- 
8elf in a stale room, but his hiding 
place was revealed by one of his fol- 
lowers, who was as mean as he was 
himself. Ho was dragged out and 
identified as the man his pursuers 
wanted. He was, however, given a 
regular trial, and so condemned to bo 
shot. Every possible effort was made 
by his iidluential relatives to save him, 
but in vain. Gen. Mexia of Maxi- 
millian's army, in command at Mata 
moras, was urged to oavo him, but 
Mexia was not that kind of a man. 
Ho was a full blooded Mexican, a 
short, stout, little old man, with large 
Indian features. H(! looked very 
much like the picture of Punch, done 
up in bronze — a kind of what is called, 
a nutcracker face. He was tho same 
Mexia who was shot between Mixa- 
millian and Miramon with the words 
" Viva el I'hnpcrnilor!" on his lips, 
lie was every inch a soldier, and all 
the money in the world could not buy 
him.
